But, even so, hardly an hour passes that the news is not on the 
air. Not a day goes by without magazines and newspapers appear- 
ing with news, comments and pictures. There is enough informa- 
tion for an interested person to make up his mind. 

This situation we all will admit. And yet— 


Public opinion polls taken by established pollsters 
reveal a sad and disturbing fact... . 
Fifty percent of the people of this country have never even 
hear of the-Marshall Plan, now called the European Relief Pro- 
gram. 

Fewer than half of the American adults know how many Sen- 
ators there are from each state. 

A shockingly small percentage could name both the Senators 


from their own states. 
Also— A similarly small, and disturbing, number could name 
the Congressmen from their own district. 

Half of the American people have never in their lives heard of 
Harold Stassen. 

Two-thirds of them do not know where Greece is. 

Forty percent have never heard in all their lives of General 
Franco, 

There are other revelations of political illiteracy which make us 
wonder what people do with their ears, eyes and minds. 

These revelations.also make us profoundly disturbed about our 
political system. 

How many of those who vote have any idea of whom they are 
voting for and what the candidates propose? 

How many fee! any connection between themselves and their 


Government?” 

World What sort of a mental world have we created for our- 
selves? .Do we simply wait around for the telephone to 

ring and someone to tell us we have guessed the identity of the 

“Walking Man” or “Mrs. Hush” and thereby won a fortune? 

Congress debates issues involving billions. 

Half of the people of our country never know about the debate 
and if they hear the subjects don’t know what they are or what 
the debaters, writers, commentators are talking about. 

Is it painful to think? 

It would seem that somewhere around 40 to 50 percent of the 
American people live in a sort of never-never land, unaware of 
what goes on about them: reading nothing about current events; 
listening to no presentation of them on the air; reading no magazine 
articles about them: visiting no library ‘or books on any subject.

Wallace Poses Real Threat To Truman 


By GEORGE GALLUP 
Director, American Institute of Public Opinion 


PRINCETON, N. J.—The victory of the Wallace-supported candidate in last Tuesday’s special elec 
tion in the Bronx renews speculation among political observers as to how serious the Wallace threat 
will be in November to the Democratic Party. 

In the Bronx election the Wallace-backed can- 
didate for Congress polled a far higher propor- 
tion of the votes than did the third party in 1946, 
the American Labor Party (ALP). This was not 

' surprising in view of the results of an Institute 
poll on Wallace last month. In a trial heat race 
against Truman and Thomas E. Dewey which 
showed Wallace polling 15 percent for the whole 
State, the ballots from New York City alone found 
him far ahead of the previous (1946) ALP vote

Distortion of the Income Tax Laws? 


The paragraph on deductibility in the Internal Revenue’s “instructions” to the faceless man says 


eontributions may be deducted which are given to Organizations 


“operated exclusively for religious, 


charitable, scientific, literary or educational purposes,” and so forth. 
“Do not deduct gifts to relatives,” is further says. 
I have a form letter on the stationery of the League for a Free Palestine, inviting the recipient to 


give money to the “fighting resistance.” The text 
is cleverly vague, but I take it to mean that the 
intention is to buy guns and*ammunition for 
use in a war. Any intelligent persons must find 
the same meaning in the same lines. 


This is a war between the natives of the 
battleground country and a force of newcomers 
‘ who claim to have been invited by a group of 
third-party nations. Those third parties deny this, 
but be that as it may, they have no more right 
to invite strangers to move into this land as immi- 
grant settlers than I have to invite some casual 
acquaintance to.move into your house and make 
himself at home. It is a political war, deliberately 
promoted for ulterior reasons by sedentary non- 
combatants with “humanity” and “religious free- 
dom” shamelessly flaunted on the banners. 


This letter concludes with the familiar bait- 
line of all such solicitations of all sucker lists 
by committees of the type patronized by Eleanor 
the Great. 

That line reads: “All contributions are tax- 
exempt.” A similar sly temptation was offered 
over the name of Eleanor herself, and others, 
during the long, wanton and altogether evil strike 

of the United Auto Workers against General 
Motors, which started our postwar inflation by 
throttling the production of automobiles. This 
strike created an enormous black market for used 
cars at idiotic prices and forced the dumb nonen- 
tities of the picket lines and pubs to use up such 
of their ill-gotten war wages as they had not 
already squandered on union dues, booze, di- 
vorces, junk jewelry and railroad trips. The 
black market inflation still persists because this 
strike, and the CIO’s other jugular strike in steel 
at about the same time, created such a bad short- 
age that production has never closed the gap. 


The UAW strike lasted 100 days. It nearly 
busted the UAW treasury and was con- 
demned by the “outs” in the sordid politics 
of this soulless union as angrily as any Lib-

One. It was not a popular strike in the 
union’s own political household. It was put 
over by the boss faction for their own politi- 
eal purposes. The cost in damage was borne 
by the economy of the whole United States, 


and treated as a two-sided difference. The union 
is a political auxiliary of Eleanor’s party. The 
corporation cannot offer tax exemption in solic- 
iting relief from any sucker list. The union, 
however, does enjoy this advantage through a 
fraudulent distortion of the Internal Revenue 
Act. This law necessarily is vague because it 
is a cowardly attempt to appease every gang of 
moral terrorists, bigots and shysters in the coun- 
try—political, religious and racial.

Some years ago I pointed out to Henry Mor- 
genthau, at that time revered as the greatest 
Secretary of the Treasury since William Woodin, 
certain flagrant political activity by a religious 
organization with an income of millions. I had 
no objection to the work of this organization, 
but I challenged the plain connivance of the 
Treasury at a violation of law. Morgenthau said 
that nevertheless he never would stir up that 
hornet’s nest. The merest gesture on his part 
would have brought down on him and the 
Roosevelt Administration the largest religious 
congregation in the United States. Politics came

issues, so the law was flouted. 

Even under the present law, baggy as it is, 
gifts to arm an army through the League for a 
Free Palestine are not properly exempt. This is 
not a religious purpose unless the enemy’s cause 
may also be so called. In that case, the United 
States would be heathenish accessory to a mutu- 
ally fatal holy war. 


The people of the United States never in- ‘believers. Their enthusiasm is con- 


tended to subsidize, by tax deductions, any such 
gut-letting between contending sects on the other 
side of the world. This war is not seriously to be 
called an educational project except by some 
sneering infidel in the most ironic sense. The 
scientific and charitable benefits are better not 
mentioned for the same reasons. 


Tax exemption for contributions in the 
names of charity, religion, education and the 
other specified subterfuges is a sordid racket.

A popular magazine’s article about the woes of school teachers 
always arouses sleeping grievances. 


Those who dislike the scheme 
magazine, but also to newspaper 
the letters are similar.

The wrangling in Congress re- 
garding the Marshall Plan for 
aid to Europe is creating mis- 
trust in the hearts of the Euro- 
pean people and hindering 
world reconstruction. 

So believes Mrs..Elsa Mar- 
cussen, Swedish journalist, who 
is spending a year in this coun- 
try with her husband, an at- 
tache of the Norwegian Consul- 
ate in New York. 


_ A correspondent for a Stock- 
holm daily newspaper and a 
contributor to publications in 
Norway, Mrs. Marcussen is 
spending a few days in Atlanta 
on her tour of the country to 
“rave social and political prob- 
ems. 


In a talk before members of 
poe Te Business and Profes- 
signal Women Sunday she said, 
“Your two-party system of gov- 
ernment makes the people of 
Europe feel that they are subject 
to the whims of whatever party 
may be in power. They know 
that there will be an election 
next Fall, but they do not know 
whether it will react to their 
good or not, 

“And they remember that 
again in four years, there will be 
another election. World recon- 
struction is not going to be a 
matter of just a few years. It 
will be a long pull. And the 
United States; which has as- 
sumed leadership for the job, 
should work out an approach to 
the problem and quit wrang- 
ling.” 

Mrs. Marcussen pointed out 
that the job of world reconstruc- 
tion is a problem about which 
all women’s groups should con- 
cern themselves. 


“I find that many of your 
women here work in clubs that 
stand against political activity,” 
she said. “That is not so in 
Sweden. We make a study of all 
big political issues and take a 
definite stand on them. If you 
believe in the Marshall Plan, 
then, by all means, let your Con- 
gressmen know about it.” 


After several months in this 
Mrs. Marcussen said 
so sure that the 
United States is a democratic 
country, in the true sense of the 
word. 

“Your Constitution is the fin- 
est document in the world, to be 
sure,” she said. “But I have seen 
much poverty and insecurity in 
my tour over the country. And 
there’s much to be done before 
yours is really a democratic 
country.” 

Pointing out that in Sweden 
women take a stronger part in 
the leadership of government 
than in this country, she said, 
“Our greatest strides in recent 
years have been toward improve- 
ment of social welfare. Better 
housing, maternal care, child 
welfare—all these problems 
have been the concern. of all 
women’s organizations. 

“Tl do not believe that world 
peace will ever come until all 
the people have a sense of se- 
curity,” she pointed out. 

Mrs. Marcussen will speak be- 
fore members of the local Tex- 
tile Union Monday,

Junior League To Present 
Distinguished Art Lecturer

A rare treat is in store for Atlanta art lovers next Sat- 


urday. 


That afternoon, at 3 o’clock, the Atlanta Junior League 
will present Mrs. Thomas H. English, wife of the Director 
of the Department of English at Emory Uunversity, in 

an illustrated lecture on “Ancient Stained Glass” at the 


High Museum of Art. 

The fact that Atlanta churches 
are enriched by some of the 
finest stained glass windows in 
the country is due to Mrs. Eng- 
lish’s family. And the fact that 
the Atlanta public ‘is showing a 
growing 
ancient art is due in large part 
to Mrs. English herself. 

Daughter of the famed Wil- 
liam and Ann Willet, of Phila- 
delphia, who pioneered in this 
phase of art in this country, 
and the sister of Henry Lee 
Willet, of Atlanta, who since 
his parents’ death has been a 
leader in this craftsmanship in 
the United States; Mrs. English 
is herself a gifted artist and is 
steeped in the technique of 
stained glass art. She has been 
lecturing on this phase of art 
for the past 15 years. 


Growing up in the studio 
where the first stained glass win- 
dow erected in this country was 
created (that of the Calvary 
Episcopal Church in Pittsburgh), 
Mrs. English played with bits 
of brilliant colored glass as a 
child and watched her parents 
as they labored together on some 
of the most famous windows 
now scattered over the country. 


She was educated at the Penn- 
sylvania Academy of Fine Arts 
and at the School of Industrial 
Art in Philadelphia. She assist- 
ed her parents for a time with 
their work, meanwhile develop- 
ing her own gift for painting in 
oils and cartooning. She lent her 
talents as an instructor in sketch-

“IT am a lecturer pudely by 
accident,” she insists. “The peo- 
ple of Atlanta found that I had 
absorbed a fund of knowledge 
from association with a family 
whose very life was stained glass 
art, and began to call upon me 
for lectures on the subject. |!

“The sanctuary window ‘at 
West Point -is considered the 
most beautiful stained glass 
window ever created in this 
country,” said Mrs. English 
proudly. “It was Father’s work. 
And, after Father’s death, Moth- 
er was commissioned to do the 
opposite window in the sanctu- 
ary, as a memorial to men who 
lost their lives in World War I. 
I am equally proud of that win- 
dow. Their work together may 
be seen today in many churches 
over the country. 

“I am also very proud of my 
brother,” she went on. “All of 
the windows at Christ the King 
Cathedral are his work. You 
must see them at noontime. 
They fairly sing at that hour. 
He did all the windows at Druid 
Hills Presbyterian Church, two 
at St. Luke’s Episcopal Church, 
one at North Avenue Presby- 
terian Church, and three in the 
little chapel at St. Philips Ca- 
thedral. And, as you know, his 
work is scattered all over the 
country. It gives me great sat- 
isfaction to see him carrying on 
the work begun by our par 
ents.”
